KNITTING nut Sarah Wiggins moved the family busi¬ 
ness Art & Yarns from the Heathrow area to the 
George Shopping Precinct in Crewkerne seven years 
ago. 

At the time, she was looking for her first house and 
had enjoyed holidays in the South West. When the 
landlord demolished the building where her mother 
had set up the existing business, a house and shop 
in Crewkerne became vacant at the same time and 
it was the ideal opportunity to make the move. 

The only girl of four brothers, Sarah learnt to knit 
from her mother when she was six and started with 
a multi-coloured blanket using any yarn she could 
find. Now she offers a bespoke service and is going 
online with Studio Swig, alongside the retail shop 
which sells a variety of yarns, sewing accessories 
and artist quality materials.

THE Rotary Club of Crewkerne has named their new 
president as Robin Heyd Smith. 

The new president was announced at the club’s regular 
lunch meeting on Monday, when outgoing president 
Derek Phoenix was thanked for his hard work over the 
past year. 

Vice-president was named as Peter Hardwill and presi¬ 
dent-elect as Peter Lawrence. 

Long-standing Rotarian for some 33 years, Norman 
Powell, stood down from as an active member of the foun¬ 
dation committee and was made an honorary member. His 
fellow members toasted Mr Powell for his considerable 
contribution to the club’s activities, particularly with the 
youth of the town and liaison with Wadham School, where 
he had been a teacher and house master for many years. 

Local grants 

■ Performing his last official duty as president last Friday, 
Mr Phoenix presented cheques to 18 worthy causes. 

The lucky individuals and youth and community groups 
were chosen from 25 who applied to the club for a share 
of the money raised at the Rotary Shop over the Christmas 
and New Year period. 

Available funds for donation totalled £6,750, just 10.7 
per cent of the total requested, and thanks went to mem¬ 
bers of the public who supported the Rotary Shop and 
sales of hyacinth bulbs to raise this amount. 

A group of seven Wadham School students received a 
total of £2,000 towards a two -week educational trip to 
Zanzibar in 2014. They will be working as a team on var¬ 
ious scientific and biodiversity projects at four marine and 
forest reserves. 

The school received a further £300 for its steel band to¬ 
wards re-tuning their drums; £300 for its community film 
club, Film Crew, to add a hearing loop; and £200 for the 
junior triathlon. 

Able2Achieve, the day provision centre based at 
Coombe Farm which helps those with learning difficulties 
to develop skills and self-confidence, received £400 to¬ 
wards a display area and storage units. The 1st Crewkerne 
Scouts also received £400 to help replace a sagging ceil¬ 
ing and rotting rafters in the scout hut. 

Several local groups and individuals received donations 
of £300 each, including: the Friends of Stage4Kidz for a 
replacement sound system, theirs having broken down 
during carnival season; the Henhayes Community Centre 
to add a commercial microwave to its kitchen; Somerset 
Sight Crewkerne for its monthly meetings and outings for 
blind and partially sighted people; the young people’s 
music festival mn by Alan Spinney at the Henhayes Cen¬ 
tre, which is entering its third year; teenage wildlife film¬ 
maker Abbie Barnes to further her work at Songthrush 
Productions, raising awareness of global issues which af¬ 
fect wildlife and people; Paralympic hopeful Ebony Court 
for her recently purchased bespoke wheelchair for sprint 
racing; the Speedwell Hall towards disabled toilet facili¬ 
ties. 

Joe Swainson was given £250 towards his World Chal¬ 
lenge trip to Zambia to ex¬ 
plore and help the local 
people. A further £250 was 
donated to 17-y ear-old 
Chloe Hill, who hopes to 
study medicine and has vol¬ 




unteered to work for a week in a hospital 
in the Czech Republic with the organisa¬ 
tion Gap Medics. 

The Snowdrop Group, which supports 
bereaved parents after the loss of a baby, 
will put their £200 towards memory boxes 
for the families.

COUNTY Councillor John Dyke has issued a 
plea to local residents to continue using 
Crewkerne Recycling Centre in light of re¬ 
cent figures. 

Addressing the town council, Councillor 
Dyke announced that a Waste Board meet¬ 
ing had revealed that, as a whole, the 
county had reduced its recycling from 50.9 
per cent to 50.3 per cent and landfill had in¬ 
creased from 48.1 per cent to 48.6 per cent, 
which at a cost of £96 per ton, was a signifi¬ 
cant amount.

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Free school bus service 
is under threat....again 

DISTRICT Councillor Paul Maxwell and David Laws MP 
are urging Somerset County Council to continue free 
school transport for Merriott children. 

The local politicians supported parents last year 
when the threat of losing the service loomed, despite 
reports that children would face using dangerous 
roads if they walked to school. 

The future of free school transport for Merriott chil¬ 
dren who attend schools in Crewkerne is once again 
to be consulted on by Somerset County Council, with 
potential plans to save money by charging parents 
from September 2013. 

County hall has looked previously at free school 
transport as an area where potential savings could be 
made. In July 2011, the county council withdrew its 
decision to axe free transport for children from Mer¬ 
riott, who were due to attend schools in Crewkerne 
that September. This came after a new proposed 
walking route into Crewkerne from Merriott was 
scrapped following representations from Mr Laws, 
councillor Maxwell and local parents. 

The route from Merriott to Crewkerne is just inside 
the three mile statutory limit for free transport, but 
free transport has been granted in the past as the 
local roads and all walking routes have previously 
been considered unsafe for children to walk to 
school. 

Councillor Paul Maxwell said: "I urge parents af¬ 
fected by Somerset County Council's new proposals 
to complete the online consultation and make their 
views known. 

"In my view, all walking routes remain unsafe for 
children, and David Laws and I will continue to press 
for free transport to be granted on a permanent 
basis."

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Ask the estate agent!

I have been asked sev¬ 
eral questions this week 
that I thought would be 
worthy of sharing. 

Q1: My daughters de¬ 
posit was with an agent 
who went bust. She has 
moved out of her flat and 
the new agent managing 
the property sayes they 
don't have it. What can I 
do? 

A: Agents should protect 
deposits. To illustrate this 
all my deposits are held in 
the government back De¬ 
posit Protection Service, 
The landlord cannot ac¬ 
cess that money without 
the tenants agreement 
and vice versa. If the land¬ 
lord and tenant do not 
agree on the value of any 
damage there is an arbi¬ 
tration scheme which will 
determine the answer. 
This is very safe and very 
simple. What must be re¬ 
membered is that until 
the time the landlord can 
prove something like 
damage beyond fair wear 
and tear, then that de¬ 
posit legally belongs to 
the tenant. 

Coming then back to the 
question, the person who 
held the deposit was the 
agent. The person who 
owned the deposit was 
not the landlord but the 
tenant. It is the tenants 
money that has disap¬ 
peared. So if the agent 
who originally had the 
deposit has disappeared 
what can be done. The 
answer is very little. If the 


deposit was insured there 
may be recourse. In reality 
the deposit has been lost. 
Interestingly if you were 
the landlord and had suf¬ 
fered damage and the de¬ 
posit was no longer there 
you would still be able to 
make a claim against your 
tenant. Damage is not 
limited to the value of the 
deposit held. The claim is 
the claim, and if the de¬ 
posit is insufficient then 
the claim is made against 
the tenant using the 
courts of necessary. 

Q2: 1 am buying a house 
in a village near Chel¬ 
tenham - it is an expen¬ 
sive area. Is it good value 
for money? 

A: I need to declare a per¬ 
sonal interest here be¬ 
cause the person asking 
the question is my niece! 
The answer I gave 
sounded flippant but was 
actually the right answer. 
The answer was: "Who 
cares!" I mean that seri¬ 
ously! This is not an in¬ 
vestment it will be her 
home. The mortgage will 
be a repayment one. They 
are planning to stay in the 
house for a long time. 
Every month they will pay 
a little off the mortgage. 
Every month they are one 
month closer to owning 
the home outright. This is 
a long term investment 
plan- but she has got the 
right idea. The sooner you 
start, the sooner you fin¬ 


ish, and become mort¬ 
gage free. 

Q3:1 have looked at buy 
to let - but I can never 
seem to make the figures 
work for me. Lots of other 
people are doing it - am I 
missing something? 

A: This gentleman had 
been debating buy to let 
for years.

It exam¬ 
ines buy to let in detail 
including the long term 
benefits of inflation which 
over time will increase the 
value of the asset, and de¬ 
crease in real terms the 
value of the borrowing. 
Many investors look at 
the annual rent, and then 
calculate this as a per¬ 
centage of the value of 
the house to give them a 
return. This is only part of 
the answer. If you are 
using borrowing you 
need to calulate the an¬ 
nual profit against the 
capital that you invested 
to work out the return to 
you personally.

Testing conditions at Manor Farm event 


THE winners of the weekend’s 
Three Clubs Manor Farm Hill Climb 
at Charmouth had a prime ministe¬ 
rial ring to them, with Newton 
Abbot’s Dave Sims taking fastest 
time of the day on Saturday and Ian 
Cameron snatching the honour in 
Sunday’s worsening conditions. 

Co-promoted by Taunton, Burn- 
ham-on-Sea and Torbay Motor 
Clubs, the events were rounds of two 
regional contests, the Bridge Tyres 
and Wheels Point S 2013 Associa¬ 
tion of South Western Motor Clubs 
Hill Climb and the Top Performance 
Services 2013 Association of Central 
Southern Motor Clubs Speed Hill- 
climb Championships. 

The two days of competition 
proved to be very different, with Sat¬ 
urday’s entrants enjoying largely fair 
conditions, enabling Sims (2-litre 
Ralt RT33/34 SRD) to dip into the 
27 second bracket on his second run, 
a full one and half seconds faster 
than his nearest rival in the racing car 
classes, John Burton (Ralt RT3) only 
managing a time of 29.19 seconds; 
more intense competition for the top 
of the podium came from Andrew 
Short’s Sports Libre OMS SC21, and 
Colin Satchell and Paul Drowne in 
their modified-class Peugeot 205’s. 
All three set sub-29 second times, 


with Drowne snatching the C3 class 
award from Satchell by the slimmest 
of margins, just 1/100th of a sec¬ 
ond. 

Robert Thomson (Vauxhall Nova 
GTE) initially dominated the packed 
ranks of 13 competitors in Class A2 
with two runs under 32 seconds, 
which none of his rivals could ap¬ 
proach until Jonathan Langmead 
(Lotus Elan S3) topped the times 
with a last-gasp run of 31.35 sec¬ 
onds.

Sunday was a very different propo¬ 
sition, with erratic bursts of rain and 
drizzle making track conditions hard 
to read; a progressively wet practice 
period and only marginally better 
conditions for the second timed run. 
Unable to put down the full power of 
the SRD-powered Ralt, Dave Sims 
had to be content with a class win 
whilst Cameron’s nimble 1300 cc 
category Chaplin Hornet was better 
able to cope with the slippery track, 
taking the win with a second run of 
29.37 seconds. For the second year 
running, Chard’s Stuart Browne 
(OMS SF2), who won the E2 class 
on both days, was once again the 
‘best of the rest’, with a Sunday time 
of 30.12 seconds. 

In A2 Jonathan Langmead was in¬ 


explicably off-form in the wet con¬ 
ditions, allowing Honiton-resident 
Robert Thomson to exact revenge 
for the previous day, his winning 
time of 34.91 being almost a full sec¬ 
ond ahead of his nearest rival. The
